FIRE DESTROYS PART

SETTLERS BUYING LAND 


Notwithstanding the war, the de- 
pression caused by it, and the cold 
weather, the Department of Natural 
Resources, C.P.1., continues todo a 
“land office business” in the matter 
of Jocating settlers with means, 

Vle Kirkwold, head of the land sales 
department, statys that for the first 
half of this month between five and 
six thousand acres of land had been 
disposed of. As the tracts will aver- 
age about 200 acres to the purchaser, 
this means the location of abont 25 
farmers with tamilies on O.P-R. iands 
during the past two weeks. 

Every purchaser signs an agreement 
to go on the land and cultivate it 
within reasonable time, which is in 
keeping with the policy of the com-

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COTTON INDUSTRY 
+ IN UNITED STATES 


—s 
Views of Prominent Tentite Men on 
ina TAAW Chahgee—Wages Ques- 
¥& tie a Big Factor 


f In his opening address at the Con- 
vention of the Cotton Manufacturers 
of United States at Boston in April, 
Mr. FE. F. Greene, President of the 
Aseoctation, dwelt on the state of 
trade, After referring to the tariff 
changes and the general depression 
which existe in manufacturing in 
United States, he spoke on the labor 
problem as follows:— 

“One of the most serious problems 
which we manufacturers have to face 
is the labor problem. It is not mere- 
ly a question of wages or hours of 
work. A mere shortening of hours 
will not accomplish what the wage 
earners themselves reaiizy scek. It Is 
@ much larger question. As I have 
frequently eteted, we all believe in 
higher waged for textile workers. The 
present schedule of wages should be 
maintained, but if the Government 
seeks to impose unjust and unfair 
burdens, labor must bear its fair 
share of the load. 

“It ts, perhaps, a sign of the times 
that one of the largest carpet mills 
in this country recently reduced the 
wages of all their operatives, includ- 
fog foremen, ten per cent. I sincere- 
ly hope that this will not prove neces- 
sary throughout the industry, but it 
behooves us to consider carefully 
whether we are in a position to com- 
pete with the English, French and 
German mills if any further burdens 
of restrictive legislation, such as shor- 
ter hours, are imposed.” 

WhHe the conditions as described 
by Mr. Greene do not apply directly 
to Canada, i, should perhaps be borne 
tn mind that for nearly half a century 
up to tWo years ago the American 
textile industry enjoyed what we 
would regard in Canada as extreme 
high protectdon. Even after the re 
ductions of the Wileon tariff went 
tate effect it still averages from 6 
per cent. to 10 per cent. higher all 
along the line on various textile items 
than the tariff in Canada. In wages 
the American or Canadian mill Is hope- 
lessly out-distanced when {t comes into 
competition with the British mill
